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TEE   FEDERAL  LACSY  ACT 

All  Act  of  Congress  of  May  25,  1900  (31  Stat.  187)  as  amended,  known  as 
the  Lacey  Act,  provides,  among  other  things,  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association  to  deliver  or  knowingly  receive 
for  shipment ,  transportation,  or  carriage,  or  to  ship,  transport,  or  carry  by 
any  means  whatever,  from  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia, 
to,  into,  or  through  any  other  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia, 
or  to  a  foreign  country,  any  wild  ar,  iraal  *  *  *  ^p  i^^q   (iead  body  or  part  there- 
of imported  from  a  foreign  country  contrary  to  any  law  of  the  United  States, 
or  captured,  killed,  taken,  purchased,  sold,  or  possessed  contrary  to  any 
such  law,  or  captured,  killed,  taken,  shipped,  transported,  carried,  purchas- 
ed, sold,  or  possessed  contrary  to  the  law  of  anj/-  State,  Territory,  or  the 
District  of  Coluiabia  ,  or  foreign  country  or  State,  Province  or  other  subdivis- 
ion thereof  in  vmich  it  was  captured,  killed,  taken,  purchased,  sold,  or  pos- 
sessed, or  in  which  it  was  delivered  or  knowingly  received  for  shipment,  trans- 
portation, or  carriage,  or  from  which  it  was  shipped,  transported,  or  carried; 
or  to  transport,  bring,  or  convoy,  by  any  means,  from  any  foreign  countrjr  into 
the  United  States,  any  xvild  animal,  or  th;3  dead  body  or  part  thereof,  captured, 
killed,  taken,  shipped,  transported,  or  carried  contrary  to  the  law  of  the  for- 
eign country,  or  State,  Province,  or  other  subdivision  thereof,  in  v/hich  it 
was  captured,  killed,  or  taken,  or  from  which  it  was  shipped,  transported,  or 
carried.   The  Act  further  provides  that  no  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  asso- 
ciation purchasing  or  receiving  any  wild  an.imal;,  or  the  dead  body  or  p<i-rt 
thereof,  imported  from  any  foreign  country,  or  shipped,  transported,  or  car- 
ried in  interstate  commerce,  shall  make  any  false  record  or  render  any  account 
that  is  false  in  reference  thereto. 

M   Act  of  June  19,  1939  (Public  No.  131,  76th  Congress)  rmendatory  of  the 
above  Act,  provides  that  all  packages  or  containers,  except  those  from  foreign 
countries,  in  which  the  furs,  hides,  or  sKins  of  wila  -inimals  are  shipped, 
transported,  or  carried  shall  be  plainly  and  clearly  marked  or  labeled  on  the 
outside  thereof  with  the  n-uaes  and  addresses  of  the  shipper  and  the  consignee. 

An  am.endmsnt  of  June  15,  1935  (49  Stat.  380),  confers  upon  employees  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  (see  note)  authorized  to  enforce  the  Act,  power 
to  3rrest  any  person  committing  a  violation  of  the  Act  in  his  presence  or  view, 
and  also,  under  vjarrant,  to  search  for  and  to  seize  any  wild  animals  or  the 
dead  bodies  or  parts  thereof  shipped,  transported,  or   carried  in  violation  of 
the  Act.
